Kansas City, Mo., November 11.— 
()}—From the base of the great monu- 
ment erected in this city to the mem- 
ory of the men and women of the 
world war and in the presence of a 
huge throng from the entire south- 
west. President Coolidge served formal 
notice in an Armistice day address to- 
day that the United States would ad- 
here to the world court only on the 
conditions laid down by the senate. 

The significance of the utterance 
from the president who at all times 
had urged membership in the court 
and in the face of reports that nations 
represented in the court would never 
accept the senate reservations to the 
protocol of adherence was not lost 
upon the crowd which stretched far: 
out of sight but never out of hearing 
of the address. 

Applause, in which cheers mingled, 
greeted the announcement and swung 
into a general ovation as the president 
a minute later concluded his speech. 

Tr~ ~ddress was the climax of a 
seven-hour visit Mr. and Mrs. Cool 
idge made to Kansas City, Mo., and 
its neighbor, Kansas City, Kans., to- 
day, and was delivered before one of 
the greatest crowds the president ever 
has confronted. 

Made in dedicating the $2,000,000 
Liberty Memorial with its tall shaft 


emblematic of the pillar of cloud by 
day and the pillar or fire by night, 
which in earlier days guided a nation 
in critical times, it was-heard by a 
vast audience stretched for over a 
quarter of a mile in all directions.

Chicago, November 11.—(4)—The 
downfall of the United States will not 
be far off, “if the time ever comes 
when public offices can be virtually 
bought and sold, either directly or in- 
directly,”” General John J. Pershing, 
wartime commander of the American 
expeditionary force, declared today be- 
fore a meeting of Kiwanis clubs here. 

“In the light of recent events in 
certain states,’’ he said, “some of our 
citizens would modify the methods of 
selecting candidates for office. if 
the present system encourages or per- 
mits the contributions of inordinate 
sums by wealthy candidates or their 
supporters, it should receive the most 
careful scrutiny by honest citizens. 

“The presumption that large expen- 
ditures for campaign purposes may be 
made without ulterior motive does not 
appear to be warranted. To sanction 
the expenditure of excessive amounts 
of money to secure the nomination of 
candidates for office would be to ex- 
clude unjustly all but the wealthy from 
such contests.” 

General Pershing asserted that the 
great part taken by our country has- 
tened the favorable conclusion of the 
world war, adding that “there is little 
doubt that the contest would have 
terminated otherwise, had it not been 
that the extraordinary assistance sent 
by America arrived at the critical mo- 
ment.”’ 

He made a plea for preparedness, 
contending that “if we could have 
armed and equipped even half a mii- 
lion men and sent them to France 
early in 1917, the probabilities are 
that the war could have been won|’ 
that year.”’ \ 


He also appealed for the setaaes T 
nance of law and order, quoting sta- 
tistics to prove the existence of “ 
veritable reign of terror in many 
places” in the United States. 


Discipline Needed. 


Major General John F. O’Ryan, of 
New York, told a peace congress that 
the unity and discipline of wartime 
would solve in this generation the 
problem of ending war. 

“War.” said the former commander 
of the 27th division, “is a highly or- 
ganized business, supported by gov- 
ernments. It does its thinking with- 
out prejudice. It is disciplined. 

“We must have organization. Peace 
isn’t coming in a year or a decade. 
But it ean come in ovr lifetime if 
we will organize in time of peace, to 
develop a dependable substitute for 
war 

“Pending development of an organ- 

tion to insure world peace, we 
must maintain our defense against

SENATE PROBE 
OF WEST VIRGINIA 
ELECTION ASKED 


Vote Buying and Other 
Irregularities Charged 
by Defeated Candidate 
in Congress Race. 


Charleston, W. Va., November 11. 
—(f)—Requests for an investigation 
by the senate campaign funds com- 
mittee into the election in the sixth 
West Virginia congressional district 
and an order for a recount on the 
votes cast in Kanawha county were 
developments today in the situation 
which has resulted from a close con- 
test for that seat in congress. 

Both the senate investigation and 
the recount were sought by Represen- 
tative Alfred J. Taylor, democrat, who 
was defeated for reelection by 35S 
votes by E. T. England, republican. 

In a telegram to Senator James A. 
Reed, of Missouri, democrat, chair- 
man of the campaign fund committee, 
Mr, Taylor charged “that votes were 


purchased outright with but little or, the committee*on coihmittees, urging 


no effort to conceal the transaction” 


and asked for an investigation if the 
committee has jurisdiction over con- 


gressional elections. 

Recount of the Kanawha county 
vote was ordered by the county com- 
missioners over protest of counsel for 


Mr. England, who claimed authority 
for such action rested with the house 
of representatives and not with the 
The commissioners 
overruled that contention and order- 
ed the recount to start Monday, 
Representative Taylor in his tele- 
gram to Senator Reed stated he was 
“reliably informed that city, state and 


federal officials were active in intimi- 
dating, coercing and bribing 
officials as

Washington, November 11.—Regu- 
lar senate republicans undertook a 
practical observance of Armistice day 
by beginning overtures designed to in- 
sure a working peace with the in- 
surgents who in the next senate will 
hold the balance of power between the 
closely divided old parties. 

One regular republican leader is 
understood to have indicated to Sen- 
ator Lynn J. Frazier, of North Da- 
kota, insurgent republican, that he 
will be welcome back in the regular 
organization. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, has ap- 
peared on the scene as a kind of un- 
official intercessor for Frazier. He 
has written a letter to Senator James 
E. Watsen, of Indiana, chairman of 


that the regular. republicans. aeeer 
their “former error of judgment” and 


restore Frazier to his original com- 
mittee assignments. This would en- 
able Frazier to become chairman of 
the important Indian affairs commit- 
tee in the next congress which meets 
a year from next month.

Frazier is the lone survivor of the 
four insurgent republicans who were 
ousted from the republican senate 
organization after the 1924 elections 
for supporting the elder La Follette 
for president. The others were: La 
Follette, of Wisconsin, and Ladd, of 
North Dakota, both of whom subse- 
quently died, and Brookhart, of Iowa, 
who now comes back nominally as a

University of Michigan Grad- 
uate Upheld in Part of 
Contentions by Court. 


The climax of the first issue in the 
legal contest of more than two years’ 
standing over the will of the late 
Robert E. Deans, wealthy Atlanta 
broker, which involved the legal heir- 
ship of Frank Deans, 20-year-old 
University of Michigan graduate, was 
reached Thursday morning in Fulton 
superior court. 

Judge W. D. Ellis signed a petition 
for withdrawal of an appeal to the 
superior court from the order of Judge 
Thomas H. Jeffries, Fulton county 
ordinary, vacating the judgment of the 
lower court and setting aside the judg- 
ment of probate previously rendered. 
This was done at the instigation of 
Reuben R. and Lowry Arnold and 
Clarence Calhoun, attorneys for the 
defendants. 


Hearing on the appeal had been set 
for next Monday morning, November 
15, but since the withdrawal has been 
made the next legal ste ep in the con- 
test will be the refiling of the will for 
probate at which time Young Deans 
will make hig sales to the estate as 
the only legal heir. 

The order of the ordinary was sign-

Consideration of the alien property 
bill, however, would delay committee 
action on the tax credit proposal until 
December and probably would not per- 
mit final action by the house before 
January, which would leave only two 
months for the senate to fight over 
the problem and for the two houses 
o work out their differences. 

Like the treasury, Mr. Green be- 
lieves it is not feasible to go ahead 
now on a program for permanent 
downward revision of the tax rates, 
and he will insist that this go over 
until the next regular session.

She wrote a letter to Simpson, sign- 
ing herself “Mrs. S8.,’’ and told that 
she ‘was in De Russey’s lane on the 
night, four years ago, when Dr. Ed- 
ward W. Hail and Mrs. E!eanor Mills 
were slain. The Episcopal rector’s 
widow and her brothers, Henry and 
Willie Stevens, are now on trial for 
Mra. Mills’ killing. 

“She lives in New York,” said Simp- 
son. 
been trying to locate her, and I expect 
to know her exact address soon. This 
woman writes she cannot sleep with 
the burden on her mind. She never 
came forward because she feared the 
persecution dealt Jane Gibson. 

Respite in Trial. 

The melodramatic trial had a respite 
for Armistice day. Simpson tomorrow 
will bring three of his remaining 90 
witnesses to the stand. 

The early appearance of Mrs. Gib- 
son became a certainty today, with re- 
ceipt of an encouraging report on her 
condition from the Jersey City hospi- 
tal. 

“Mrs. Gibson will go on the stand 
Monday or Tueslay, if'she can go 
without actually dying in the court- 
room,” said Simpson, “and the state 
will close its case Tuesday or W ed: 
nesday.”” 

Nellie Lou Russell will play the 
role of a yoodoo woman when the 
state starts its attack on her, the 
prosecutor intimated. She is the ue- 
gro neighbor of Mrs. Gibson, who, 
four years ago,. discredited the pig 
woman’s story of her nocturnal ex- 
cursion into De Russey's Jane. The

’ Dr. Jelliffe was the star witness 
of the day, He stated positively that 
Manley was insane, declaring that 
the banker could no more feign the 
symptons of mental disease than he 


could the symptoms of measles or 
pneumonia. e told of a recent ex- 
amination of Manley in New York, 
when he found arteriosclerosis was 
present in an advanced form. 


The first examination he made of 
Manley was in 1914, he said, when 
the banker was brought to New York 
by Dr. Howard Bucknell, of Atlanta. 
He found him suffering ‘ith arterio- 
sclerosis at this time, he said, and 
made a diagnosis to this effect. 


During the last examinctiou—Octo- 
ber of this year—Dr. Jelliffe said 
Manley told him many strange things, 
which, together with physical symp- 
toms, convinced him immediately that 
the banker was insane. Manley told 
him that be had $100,000 in his 
pocket, the psychiatrist said, as an in- 
stance. When he asked him to let him 
see it, Manley informed him that. it 
was in another pocket. 

_Dr, Jelliffe advised Manley to drop 
his business worries and go away for 
a long rest, he testified. The banker’s 
tendency to go into anything he at- 
tempted with “tremendous vigor— 
terrific drive” served to increase the 
intensity of the disease which he said 
was affecting his brain. 

Can’t Feign Symptoms. 

“Can you feign such symptoms as 
you found prevalent in Manley’s 
case?” asked Ben Conyers, leading 
counsel for Manley. 

“That's a silly question, Mr. Coun- 
sel,” replied the witness.

In discussing the vegetative nerv- 
ous system, as referred to by Dr. Jel- 
liffe, Mr. Arnold casually let the word

system—not of vegetables,” replied 
the doctor. 

“Don’t get excited, doctor.” 

“T’m not.” 

“I wasn’t trying to throw off on 
your testimony—it is very valuable 
testimony.” 

Dr. Jelliffe then went into further 
detail of the symptoms which he said 
usually result in insanity. He took 
them one by one, explaining each to 
Mr. Arnold. 

“What did you say about the symp- 
toms in the stomach,” asked the at- 
torney. 

“I didn’t say anything about the 
stomach,” answered the doctor. 

“Well, you know, Dr. Jelliffe, we 
laymen ‘refer to this whole region,” 
said Mr. Arnold, (indicating “this re- 
gion” by rubbing the area covered by 
his vest) “‘as the stomach.” 

“Impossible To Feign.” 

“Some laymen do,’ replied the doc- 
tor, with emphasis on the “some.” 

“How many cases of insanity have 
you testified in?’ 

“About a dozen.” 

“Who is Dr. William A. White?” 

“A physician in Washington.” 

“Weren't you witnesses in the Leo- 
pold and Loeb case?’ 

“No, sir—Dr. White testified. but 
I had nothing to do with it at all.” 

Dr. Jelliffe, in reply to a question, 
declared that no definite arrangement 
had been made between himself and 
counsel regarding his fee in the case. 

Manley is suffering from a disease, 
the psychiatrist said, that would be 
impossible to “manufacture.’’ Even 
if he knew what the symptoms were, 
he could not possibly feign them to 
the extent of deceiving anyone ac- 
quainted with symptoms of insanity. 


Dr. Allen on Stand. 


Dr. H. D. Allen, Sr., was called to 
the stand He testified that he op- 
erates the Allen Invalid home at Mil- 
ledgeville and that for some time Man- 
ley had been under his observance. 
He said he believed Manley was in- 
sane. 

“How positive are you—have you 
any doubt about his insanity?” 

“Not the slightest doubt.” 

Reuben Arnold took Dr. 
cross-examination. 

“What form of mental 
Mr. Manley suffering from? 

“T wouldn't like to classify.” 

“When a man has arteriosclerosis 
does it mean that he is beginning to 
go crazy?”

Solicitor Boykin 
began the cross-examination, asking 
Mrs. Manley how long her husband 
was connected with the Witham chain

Manley declared that she did not 
know the reason for the organization 
of the company. 

The solicitor then asked: “Do you 
think your husband is insane at the 
present time?’’ 

Mrs. Manley replied: “I know it.” 

At this point the state made a des- 
perate effort to secure an admission 
from Mrs. Manley that 30 days prior 
to the failure of the Bankers’ Trust 
company Manley changed various in- 
surance policies to his wife as bene- 
ficiary instead of his estate.

Heavy Speculation Hinted. 


The banker's wife testified that 
Manley owned a Rolls-Royce automo- 
bile but that other expensive cars re- 
ferred to in the solicitor’s questions 
were owned by her and members of 
the family. She also brought out the 
fact that Manley speculated in the 
cotton exchange» and frequently used 
her money in his operations. 

“Do you know that Manley lost 
$200,000 in one deal on the market?” 
Solicitor Boykin querried. 

“I know of no such thing.”

Faith, which hesitated to walk with 
science, “puts God on the defensive in 
the presence of His own handiwork,” 
a A. D. Harmon, e weneident ot the 
ernational conven scipies ov 
‘Christ, asserted tonight before the 
huge congregation of that body which 
a seven-day session here today. 

“There is nothing to fear from sci- 
ence but the fear of science,” the presi- 
dent declared: in delivering the an- 
nual address to 6,000 or more leaders 
in Christian churches gathered from 
every part of the United States and 
from foreign lands. 

“The finest faith rests on the top 
end of most perfect knowledge,” the 
convention leader said. “God has al- 
ways shown preference to the man 
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Harmon 


who knows. He has never chosen an 
i:woramus as spokesman of His ma- 
jor prophecies nor made an ignorant 


a ta: the repository of His holy or- 
acles,” ; 

If the church is inhospitable to the 
scientifie spirit, Dr. Harmon believed, 
the church will lose the youth of the 
Innd “and ostracise herself.” 

Dissenters Threaten Fight. 

The convention launched its sessions 
in the afternoon when reports from 
the denomfmation’s missionary society 
and board of education showing prog- 
ress in these activities had been su 
mitted and an Armistice day address 
by Francis J. Garrett, of Tennessee. 
minority leader in the lower house cf 
congress, had been heard. 

special meeting earlier in the 
day, sponsored by a group of several 
hundred dissenters from certain poli- 
cies of the mission board, denounced 
“modernism,” and yromised to pre- 
cipitate a fight on the floor of the 
convention when the report of the 
commission to the orient will be sub- 
mitted.

Dawson, Ga., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Redick Edwin Bell, 52, city 
councilman, former city clerk, promi- 
nent insurance man and _ successful 
farmer, died at his home here this 


morning after suffering since Monday 
night with a bronchial attack. 

Mr. Bell was the father of Hunter 
Bell, city editor of The Atlanta 
Journal, ° 

Although in recent years he had 
devoted his time largely to his insur- 
ance and real estate interests, Mr. 
Bell, a native of Terrell county, had 
been associated with many projects 
in the life of the community. He 
was city clerk for a number of years, 
and was serving a term as council- 
man at the time of his death. 

One of his chief interests was in 
the Dawson Methodist church, which 
he served both as a steward and trus- 
tee, following in the steps of his fa- 
ther, the late Homer Seaborn Bell, 
who was one of the builders of the 
present church. 

Mr. Bell was one of the pioneer in- 
surance men of this section, repre- 
senting a number of important com- 
panies, both fire and life. He also 
Was engaged in the real estate and 
farm loan business. He had lar<e 
farming interests which was his ch.¢f 
hobby and to which he devoted a great 
deal of his time.

CERTIFICATE 
VALUE IS BIG SUM 


Brigadier General Frank T. Hines, 
U. 8, Veterans’ bureau, has announced 
that there are approximately 2,8583.- 
000 adjusted service certificates with 
a face value of $2,975,000,000, which 
will be available in 1927 for: deposit 
as collateral security for loans. 

The total loan value which will be- 
come available during thé year 1927 
is approximately $262,540,000, , 

The average amount that may be 
obtained by veterans during 1027 on 
security of certificates in force two 
years or more is approximately 81-2 
cents for each one-dollar of face value 
of the certificate. 

Loans may te rade to veterans by 
any bank or trust company, incorporat- 
ed under the laws of any state, terri- 
tory. possession or the District of Co- 
lumbia, but loans cannot be made to 
veterans by the U. 8. Veterans’ bu- 
reau. It is of the 1tmost importance, 
therefore, that all applications for 
loans be presented to bank or trust 
company and not to the bureau or any 
of its agencies. 

The director “sincerely hopes veter- 
ans will not exercise the loan privilege 
to any appreciable extent since it will 
be much more advantageous to the vet- 
eran or his beneficiary to hold his cer- 


tificate unincumbered to the date of 


its maturity,” the statement read.

UP TO GOVERNOR M’LEOD.' 
What is the governor of South : 


cent lynching of three negroes, one 
of whom was a woman, at Aiken? 

It is a pertinent question and the 
entire nation is awaiting the an- 
swer. 

Governor McLeod does not con- 
done lynching. No self-respecting, 
law-abiding white man in South 
Carolina—or in the nation as for 
that matter—can possibly condone 
lynching— : 

And yet, for some reason or an- 
other, this disgraceful act of mob 
violence has not been avenged nor 
has any definite action been re- 


| ported. 


The law that was crucified by a 
masked gang of white men, whose 
names it is said are known, and 
whose affiliation with a secret order 
has been openly chargéd and not 
denied, has not reached out fo bring 
to the bar of justice those who 
defied it—. 

Aud who, in defying it, struck 
at the very foundation of our sys- 
tem of government, and made a 
mockery of constitutional authority. 

The lynching of the three negroes 
at Aiken was one of the most das- 
tardly crimes ever committed in 
this country. The more reprehen- 
sible it was because of the undenied 
charges that several officers of the 
law either took an active part or 
looked passively on while the mob 
wrought its vengeance upon a trio 
of helpless, terrorized human be- 
ings whose guilt, even, of the 
charge of murder that had been pre- 
ferred against them was seriously 
in question. One of the victims, 
indeed, had been discharged, after 
a fair and impartial trial, on account 
of the lack of any evidence of guilt, 
even circumstantial. 

The execution of the lynching 
was of the most brutal type. Ropes 
were fastened tightly around their 
bodies, according to reports, and 
they were dragged for more than 
a mile behind tapidly moving auto- 
mobiles. Then they were riddled 
with bullets to end their agonizing 
cries. 

In the black days of inquisition 
greater barbarity in human persecu- 
tion was not resorted to. 

An official of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Adyancemert of 
Colored People has made an ex- 
haustive investigation of the tynch- 
ing and has furnished Governor Mc- 
Leod with a list of names of people 
of the Aiken community that he 
alleges were guilty of the outrage. 
Among them is the name of the 
Sheriff, the one official who was 
charged, by virtue of office, with 
the sacred duty of enforcing the 


law, and preserving the integrity of 


the judiciary system. 

Whether those cited are guilty or 
not is not the question for the pub- 
lic to decide. That is the duty and 
the function of the court. 

The public, however, is con- 
cerned—and virtually—in the more 
important question as to whether 
South Carolina will allow this brutal 
affair to fade into history without 
every legal recourse open to law 
enforcement being engaged vigor- 
ously to make the guilty pay a just 
debt to society. 

There was a lynching recently 
in Douglas county, Georgia—the 
first and only one of the year. 
Judge Harry Reed of that circuit 
convened the grand jury, and six- 
teen indictments were promptly 
brought, and the accused as prompt- 
ly arrested and jailed. Their trial 
is set for an early date.

Back yonder in 1842, on the 30th | 


of March, Dr. Crawford W. Long, of 
Jefferson, Ga., administered ether to 
Jatnes M. Venable and removed from 
his neck a tumor, without the patient 
experiencing any pain from the opera- 
tion.. That was the first known opera- 
tion under anesthesia and by it Dr. 
Long has been established as the pio- 
heer discoverer of anesthetic surgical 
operations. ‘To memorialize him as 
such the splendid statue of him now 
stands in the hall of statues in the 
capitol of the nation in Washington 
city. :

find in the blood in many kinds of 
sickness are produced in the tissues 
of the body (and the blood is a fluid 
tissue) either by the life and growth 
of disease germs or by altered or ‘per- 


verted metabolism in the sick body; They are unanimously in favor of the 
rebaie plan, which can be executed 


of both of these factors. It is im- 
portant to understand clearly that no 
such poison is “absorbed” from. any 
body cavity. It is toxemia (poison in 
blood) and not autointoxication, ‘Tox- 
emia is the main feature of such dis 
eases as diphtheria, pneumonia, tet- 
annus (lockjaw), scarlet’fever, influ- 
enza, and an’ important feature’ of 
tuberculosis, nephritis and a score of 
functional disorders which are not so 
definitely labelled. 

Besides such poison in the blood in 
sickness, the ordinary waste matter 
of the body is carried by the blood 
to the excreting organs—lungs, kid- 
neys, liver and intestine, in health as 
in sickness, FEiven though not affected 
with organie disease, the lungs, for in- 
stance, may become inefficient, slug- 
gish, inactive, torpid and fail to ex- 
crete their quota of waste matters. In- 
deed, this is a much more likely oc- 
currence than is a sluggishness of 
liver, kidney or intestinal excretion 
(intestinal excretion is not to be con- 
fused with bowel movements). When 
the rate of excretion of waste mate- 
rial (mainly carbon dioxid and water) 
through the lungs falls, there is a re- 
tention or accumulation of such waste 
in the body. That may be reasonably 
called autointoxication. You see it 
is not at all what the charlatans con- 
jure up as “autointoxication.” 

The body can handle a reasonable 
overload of such waste matter or tox- 
ins in the blood and the capacity of 
the body to do so depends on the 
health of the individual. Read that 
over thoughtfully if you are enam- 
ored of the autointoxication bunk. It 
means that the retention or accumu- 
lation of toxins or poisonous waste 
matters in the “system’’—in the blood 
—is an effect of ill health and not a 
cause of it. But there goes the bell.

Stock Prices, With Oils Par- 


ticularly Strong With -Favor- 
able Earnings Reports Ex- 
pected. ’ 


New York, November 11+—-With a 
number of states observing Armistice 
day by suspendi business trading 
on the stock exchange, today was 
very quiet, On the stock exchange 
floor, in banks and other offices 
throughout Wall stret, all activities 
ceased for a few minutes at 11 o’clock, 
making the sudden quiet impressive. 

Considering the amount of pessi- 
mistic talk heard and the existing 
high price levels, the stock market 
displayed strength today. The gen- 
eral belief throughout the financial 
district was that the stock market 
was waiting to hear what the General 
Motors directors would do, In con- 
servative banking circles, however, 
the belief was expressed that the stock 
market would soon forget the $ extra 
dividend declared by General Motors 
directors, and would continue to wait 
for developments on the general trade 
outlook after the turn of the year. 

Oil Shares Strong. 


Oil shares were strong in anticipa- 
tion of very favorable 1926 earnings 
statements. In testifying in the crack- 
ing process suit, Chairman Stewart, of 
Standard Oil of Indiana, said. his 
company for the nine months of this 
year earned *$58,000,000, which is 
equivalent to $6.38 a share on the 
$228,000,000 outstanding stock hay- 
ing a par value of $25 against the 
$52,000,000 earned for the full twelve 
months of 1925. Last year earnin 
were equal to $5.84 on the $226,000,- 
000 stock then outstanding. 

Texas Gulf Sulphur is discounting 
dividend action of the directors on 
November 18. The company’s stock 
was recently split up four for one. 
The old dividend rate was $12. Aec- 
cording to speculative Wall street 
the new stock will be put on a $4 
annual dividend basis, which will be 
equivalent to $16 on the old stock. 


Time Money Drops. 

There was a drop today in time 
money, some 30-day funds being put 
out at 4 1-2 per cent with only 4 5-8 
bid for 4 to 6 months money. Easier 
call and time money is expected.

000,000 to $383,000,000 while at the 
same.time the average holdings of 
stockholders ag from 117 shares 
to 94 shares. From a stockholders’ 
list available today it appears that 
some of the larger holders of New 
York Central have greatly increased 
their holdings in recent. years. Ore- 
gon Short Lines, which is a subsidiary 
of Union Pacific, was the largest hold- 
er of New York Central at the close 
of 1925 being down on the books for 
227,00C shares against 200,000 shares 
in 1916. 

This is the stock purchased for 
Union Pacific in the open market in 
1916 by E. H. Harriman, plus the 
stock acquired through stock offer- 
ings.

Vanderbilt is the 
second largest New York Central 
shareholder having 122,000 shares at 
the close of 1925. He was not among 
the 20 largest shareholders at the close 
of 1916. George F. Baker is the third

LaGrange, Ga., November 11.— 
(Special.) — “When internal politics 
prevented the United States from sign- 
ing the Versailles treaty this nation 
not only relinquished the position 
of world leadership, but also practi- 
cally repudiated its world war policy,” 
was the declaration here today of 
Emory >. Bass, American Legiou 
commander for Georgia, who was the 
principal speaker at the Armistice 
day exercises here. 

~ part he said: 

“If Washington in all of his glory 
and that of his immortal soldiers, | 
our forefathers, could have witnessed 
the performances of this nation in 
1917 and 1918, he would have been 
astounded in his admiration, 

“This involves another world drama. 
and at this point, I speak personal 
views in this connection, but when, 
because Of internal politics. represent- 
ing the selfish motives of individuals, 
our nation was prevented from sign- 
ing the Versailles treaty, she relin- 
quished her position of world leader- 
ship. and practically repudiated her 
world war policy, and therefore the 
acts of her army and navy. The 
realization of international peace was | 
set back to an incalculable degree. 

“T tell you that we have battles at 
home to fight and win now, if this 
land settled for freedom and justice!

in seriousness to the great war, so far 
as our future is concerned. It is just 
as much a duty to preserve and pro-
